So me resu lts were n o t ex ­ 
p ected u n til Frid ay . 
At a mo rn in g n ews co n fer­ 
en ce, Carter said , “It wo u ld be 
u n lik ely that I co u ld be sto p p ed 
n o w u n less I mad e a mistak e 
an d the biggest mistak e wo u ld 
be to beco me arro gan t.” 
There were two sep arate co n ­ 
tests in Pen n sy lv an ia — o n e in ­ 
d icatin g p o p u lar p referen ce, 
the o ther to select d elegates. 
With 97 p er cen t o f the v o te 
co u n ted , Carter, with his sev ­ 


en th p rimary v icto ry in n in e 
states, had 37 p er cen t o f the 
p o p u lar v o te. 
Sen . Hen ry M. Jack so n o f 
Washin gto n , who had said he 
ex p ected to lead the d elegate 
race, ran seco n d to Carter in 
the p o p u lar v o te an d fo u rth in 
the d elegate co n test. 
Sen . Hu bert H. Hu mp hrey o f 
Min n eso ta, who has said he will 
n o t camp aign in the p rimaries 
bu t wo u ld accep t the n o mi­ 
n atio n if o ffered it, said the v ic­ 
to ry in Pen n sy lv an ia gav e Car­ 
ter a lo t o f mo men tu m, bu t 
n o ted there’s still a lo n g way to 
go befo re the n o min atin g co n ­ 
v en tio n in Ju ly . 
In an in terv iew o n ABC’s 
“Go o d 
Mo rn in g 
America,” 
Hu mp hrey said he was giv in g 
so me co n sid eratio n to allo win g 
establishmen t o f a Hu mp hrey - 
fo r-Presid en t co mmittee with 
his blessin g. 
Presid en t Fo rd , u n o p p o sed in 
Pen n sy lv an ia an d ap p aren tly 
assu red o f all 103 Rep u blican 
d elegates, was in Tex as, p re­ 


p arin g fo r the May 1 p rimary 
an d a p o ten tial sho wd o wn with 
challen ger Ro n ald Reagan . 
In remark s p rep ared fo r a fo ­ 
ru m in Ty ler, Fo rd issu ed his 
stro n gest rebu ttal y et to Rea­ 
gan ’s charges that America is 
seco n d to the So v iet Un io n in 
military stren gth. “Simp listic 
an d su p erficial charges based 
o n limited in fo rmatio n an d ex ­ 
p erien ce co u ld lead to irre­ 
sp o n sible an d p o ten tially harm­ 
fu l p o licy d ecisio n s,” he said . 
With 89 p er cen t o f the 9 ,638

Hu bert H. Hu mp hrey said to ­ 
d ay he may au tho rize an “ex ­ 
p lo rato ry co mmittee” to assess 
whether he sho u ld beco me an 
activ e can d id ate fo r the Demo ­ 
cratic p resid en tial n o min atio n . 
Hu mp hrey said he is co min g 
u n d er in creasin g p ressu re to 
an n o u n ce his can d id acy . 
With the “sto p Carter” mo v e­ 
men t failin g in Pen n sy lv an ia, 
so u rces clo se to Hu mp hrey in ­ 
d icate he will say y es to re­ 
q u ests that he step at least p art 
way in to the race. 
In an ap p earan ce o n ABC- 
TV’s “Go o d Mo rn in g America,” 
Hu mp hrey , who was his p arty ’s 
p resid en tial n o min ee in 1968, 
said he wo u ld meet with su p ­ 
p o rters later in the d ay .

Cap lan , assistan t atto rn ey gen eral, who rep ­ 
resen ted the State Bo ard o f Electio n s in the 
1974 co mp lain t. 
Reached in his Chicago law o ffice, Cap lan 
said the issu e was d ealt with by the Gen eral 
Assembly an d the Ethics Act was amen d ed to 
req u ire n o tificatio n by the Secretary o f 
State’s o ffice to all can d id ates who are re- 


q u ired to file. “The can d id ate can ’t say he 
d id n ’t hav e n o tice n o w,” Cap lan said in d eter­ 
min in g the law is in effect fo r Lee Co u n ty . 
Ward main tain s the ju d ge’s o rd er, d ated 
Ju ly 19, 1974, ho ld s the act u n co n stitu tio n al 
“becau se it v io lates the eq u al p ro tectio n 
clau se o f the 14th Amen d men t o f the Co n stitu ­ 
tio n — an d that still ho ld s tru e d esp ite the 
amen d men t,” said Ward . 


The co mp lain t was filed by Ward o n behalf 
o f Co u n ty Clerk Jo hn Sto u ffer after the latter 
refu sed to abid e by a State Bo ard o f Electio n s 
d ecree which o rd ered him to remo v e the 
n ames o f three can d id ates fro m the ballo t fo r 
failu re to file their ethics statemen t in the 
p rescribed p erio d .

Barn es, u n su ccessfu l in his bid fo r regio n al

The three can d id ates had filed statemen ts 
in 1973 when they an n o u n ced their can d id acy .

Mean wh ile, a UPI rep o rt fro m 
New Delh i n o tes “clu b-swin gin g 
p o lice waded in to a cro wd o f h u n ­ 
dreds o f slu m dwellers resistin g 
ev ictio n fro m New Delh i’s main 
to u rist sh o p p in g cen ter Mo n day so 
bu lldo zers co u ld lev el th eir sh an ­ 
ties. Desp ite claims by so me n ear­

Adds Valeo , “Fo reign o bserv ers 
are u n an imo u s in h o ldin g th at Mrs.

An d th e Wall Street Jo u rn al re­ 
cen tly rep o rted a p assiv e resist­ 
an ce mo v emen t in v ario u s cities 
an d to wn s with 80,000 p eo p le co u rt­ 
in g arrest in o n e eigh t-week p erio d.

“Wh atev er p er­ 
so n al mo tiv es may be in v o lv ed, 
su ch v iews clearly co n tain an ad­ 
mix tu re o f ru mo r, su rmise, an i­ 
mo sity an d go ssip .” 
Valeo as a p riv ate citizen h as 
ev ery righ t to ex p ress h is o p in io n s. 
An d o n e rep o rt by o n e man is itself 
o f n o great mo men t, h o wev er bi­ 
ased. Bu t th is Valeo p ap er u n fo rtu ­ 
n ately is ty p ical o f h u n dreds o f re­ 
p o rts p u t o u t by Co n gress.

The

p ro cedu res hav e remain ed gen ­ 
erally u n chan ged fo r the p ast 
decade. Griev an ces are han dled 
thro u gh GM’s six div isio n s — 
fiv e car an d o n e tru ck . 


Cu sto mers are to ld to fo llo w 
a three-step p ro cedu re: first, 
co mp lain to the dealer; if y o u 
do n ’t get satisfactio n , call the 
n earest zo n e o ffice fo r y o u r 
ty p e o f v ehicle; if y o u ’re still 
n o t hap p y , write to the cu sto m­ 
er serv ice o ffice at the div isio n 
headq u arters. 


Glen Warren , man ager o f 
cu sto mer relatio n s said the

o wn er’s man u al — “which ev ­

reads” — in the warran ty p am­ 
p hlet an d o n a p lacard at the 
dealer. 


Warren said GM’s car an d 
tru ck div isio n s get 60,000 to 7 5,- 
000 co mp lain ts a y ear, dep en d­ 
in g o n the n u mb er o f v ehicles 
so ld an d whether there is a lo t 
o f p u b licity ab o u t a p articu lar 
p ro b lem. He declin ed to b e 
mo re sp ecific. 
GM so ld ab o u t 4 .7 millio n do ­ 
mestically p ro du ced cars an d 
tru ck s in the Un ited States last 
y ear so 60,000 co mp lain ts wo u ld 
wo rk o u t to o n e grip e fo r ev ery 
78 v ehicles. 
Warren said the n u mb er o f 
co mp lain ts in relatio n to the 
n u mb er o f v ehicles so ld “has 
decreased o v er the p ast fiv e 
y ears.” In fact, he said, the ra­ 
tio o f co mp lain ts to v ehicles is 
lo wer to day than it was in the 
1 930s.

'Remuddling' your house 


By JEAN BARNES 
There’s a wo rd fo r it. Clem 
Labine, edito r o f The Old-Ho use 
Jo urnal, calls it “remuddling.’’ 
He defines the term as, “the 
"turning o f an o ld ho use into a 
dwelling that is neither new no r 
aid.” 
Naturally , Labine wo uld 
rather see the ho meo wner re­ 
sto re than remuddle an o ld 
ho use but he is v ery much 
aware o f the pro blems inv o lv ed 
in resto ratio n. And, the mo re 
remuddling that has been do ne 
the greater difficulties the o wn­ 
er will meet in resto ring an o ld 
ho use. 
He say s the first editio n o f the 
Jo urnal had scarcely left the 
press (Octo ber 19 73) when 
readers began co ming to its 
edito rs with the questio n, 
“Where can I find . . . ? ’’ 
We learned o f the gap o f in­ 
fo rmatio n, he adds, between 
suppliers and o wners and felt 
that a buy ers’ guide wo uld be o f 
v alue. The Guide is designed to 
help ho meo wners find the un­ 
usual and hard-to -find items 
such as special wo o d mo uld­ 
ings, tin ceilings, medallio ns 
and handmade bricks. 
The guide is div ided into 
three sectio ns and cro ss-in­ 
dex ed fo r reference. There is a 
Co mpany Directo ry in which 
the names and mailing ad­ 
dresses o f each firm are alpha­ 
betically listed. Usually there’s 
a telepho ne number, to o . The 
Classified Listing o f pro ducts 
and serv ices gro ups sim ilar 
and related pro ducts by cate­ 
go ry . An alphabetical index o f 
items mak es finding a specific 
pro duct a simple matter. 
Items that are usually av aila­ 
ble at hardware sto res and 
building supply centers are no t 
included. Rather, the guide 
co ncentrates o n pro ducts need­ 
ed fo r resto ratio n— no t remo d­ 
eling— the pre-19 14 ho use. 
Catego ries include: Ex terio r 
Building Materials and Sup­ 
plies, Ex terio r Ornament and 


Architectural Details, Deco ra­ 
tiv e Interio r Materials and Sup­ 
plies, 
Interio r 
Hardware, 
Plumbing and Ho use Fittings, 
Lamps and Lighting Fix tures, 
Structural Materials fo r Interi­ 
o rs, Paints, Finishes, Remo v ­ 
ers and Supplies, To o ls and 
Other Supplies, Antique and 
Recy cled Ho use Parts and Re­ 
gio nal Resto ratio n Serv ices and 
Craftsmen. 


In additio n, there is a co m­ 
plete listing o f the back issues 
o f The Old-Ho use Jo urnal and 
their co ntents. These o ffer an 
unbeliev able wealth o f info r­ 
matio n to the o ld-ho use buff.

Flag Day 79 76 


By JOANNE SCHREIBER 
Philadelphia, June 14, 1777 — 
“RESOLVED: that the flag o f 
the 13 United States be 13 
stripes alternate red and white; 
that the unio n be 13 stars, white 
in a blue field, representing a 
new co nstellatio n.” 
That’s the way o ur flag was 
bo rn: by a reso lutio n o f the Se­ 
co nd Co ntinental Co ngress, 
nearly a full y ear after the 
signing o f the Declaratio n o f 
Independence. Flag Day is 
celebrated o n June 14, by a 
pro clamatio n issued by Presi­ 
dent Wo o dro w Wilso n in 1916. 
No o ne kno ws who sewed the 
first flag — there’s no pro o f that 
Besty Ro ss did, ev en tho ugh she 
was the o fficial flagmak er fo r 
the Pennsy lv ania Nav y at the 
time. But the design has lasted 
well, with a new star added fo r 
each new state, o n the July 4 
after a new state jo ins the 
Unio n. 
Tho ugh Flag Day is no t a 
legal ho liday , ex cept in Penn­ 
sy lv ania, we are still ask ed to 
ho no r and display the flag. If 
y o u are lo o king fo r a go o d Flag 
Day and Bicentennial pro ject 
fo r y o urself, y o ur club, Sco ut 
gro up, church, scho o l o r civ ic 
o rganizatio n, y o u can mak e 
y o ur o wn handso me display 
flag, using the instructio ns 
which are av ailable ex clusiv ely 
to readers o f this newspaper. 
With the flag y o u hav e made, 
y o u can participate in the many 
special Flag Day pro grams. 
Mo st 
scho o ls 
ho ld 
spe­ 
cial pro grams, many patrio tic 
o rganizatio ns hav e parades and 
speeches, and we are all asked 
to fly the flag fro m o ur ho mes 
and businesses. This handso me 
3x 5-fo o t display flag, edged 
with go ld fringe, may be 
carried pro udly in a parade, 
ado rn a speak er’s stand, o r be 
hung fro m an upstairs windo w. 
Go o d quality po ly esterco tto n 
bro adclo th is suggested, be­ 
cause it is lightweight, easy to 
sew, true to co lo r, and wrinkle 
free. 
Flag 
m anufacturers 
must mak e their flags o f 
material that will withstand all 


kinds o f weather, but since y o ur 
flag is intended primarily fo r 
display , y o u may cho o se fabric 
fo r beauty and brilliant co lo r 
rather than durability . 
Sewing a flag is unlike sewing 
a dress, in that there is no 
wro ng side to a flag — it must 
be perfectly finished o n bo th 
sides. Therefo re, the directio ns 
include instructio ns o n making 
flat felled seams, which leav e 
no raw edges. 
Iro n-o n material is reco m­ 
mended fo r the stars, which 
must be o n bo th sides o f the 
flag. If y o u can get y o ur stars 
ex actly matching o n bo th sides, 
the iro n-o n may be reinfo rced 
with stitching. 
Send no w fo r y o ur handso me 
red, white and blue flag leaflet. 
The materials are easily and 
inex pensiv ely av ailable, and 
the directio ns, wo rked o ut by 
the Educatio nal Department o f

The repo rt, the first o f its 
kind by the Census Burea u, 
sho ws demo g ra phic, so cia l a nd 
eco no mic trends a mo ng wo m­ 
en. 
It sho ws wo men co mprise 
51.3 per cent o f the po pula tio n 
o f 2 13 ,13 7 ,0 0 0 . There a re 5.6 
millio n mo re wo men tha n men. 
By 197 3 , wo men co uld ex pect to 
liv e a n a v era g e o f nea rly eig ht 
y ea rs lo ng er tha n men, co m­ 
pa red with 3 .5 y ea rs lo ng er in 
1930. 
The fig ures sho w the number 
o f wo men in the la bo r fo rce 
nea rly do ubled between 1950 
a nd 197 4 to 3 5.9 millio n, while 
the number o f men increa sed 
by o nly o ne-fo urth to 57 .3 mil­ 
lio n. But the inco me differences 
between men a nd wo men re­ 
ma in substa ntia l — the media n 
ea rning s fo r wo men were $6 ,7 7 2 
in 197 4, co mpa red with $11,83 5 
fo r. men. 
The repo rt sho ws tha t a mo ng 
peo ple a g es 25 to 2 9, a ppro x i­ 
ma tely 7 7 wo men ha d co m­ 
pleted a t lea st fo ur y ea rs o f 
co lleg e fo r ev ery 100 men in 
197 5, co mpa red with 6 6 wo men 
fo r ev ery 100 men in 1950. 
“ Of co urse, the wo men’s 
mo v ement ha s ha d a n impa ct,” 
sa id Pa ula J. Schneider, who 
hea ded a g ro up o f census sta f­ 
fers to pla n a nd co o rdina te the 
repo rt. “ But it’s ha rd to sa y if 
the mo v ement wa s a ca use o r 
a n effect. The mo v ement wa s 
helped beca use lo ts o f wo men 
ha d to wo rk, a nd it enco ura g ed 
wo men by publicizing the fa ct 
tha t the wo rking wo ma n wa s 
no t a lo ne.” 
Mrs. Schneider, who wo rks in 
the burea u’s po pula tio n div i­ 
sio n, sa id tha t she ho pes the 
wo men’s mo v ement will wo rk 
to impro v e sa la ries fo r wo men 
a nd da y ca re. 
Other finding s in the repo rt 
sho w: 
—A g ro wing pro po rtio n o f 
wo men a re sing le o r div o rced 
a nd no t rema rried. In 197 5, a l­ 
mo st 40 per cent o f wo men 
a g es 2 0 to 24 were sing le, co m­ 
pa red with 2 8 per cent in 1950. 
—The number o f fema le­ 
hea ded fa milies ha s increa sed 
by 7 3 per cent since 196 0 to 7 .2 
millio n. They no w co mprise 13 
per cent o f a ll fa milies. 
—Wo men ha v e g o ne fro m a 
nea r-reco rd hig h fertility ra te 
in the la te 1950 s to a n a ll-time 
lo w in recent y ea rs.

Hearing on welfare b ud g et req uest p ostp oned

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) - A 
schedu led hearing on the De­ 
partment of Pu blic Aid’s $1.99 
billion bu dg et requ est for nex t 
fiscal y ear was postponed today 
as Repu blicans said committee 
staff workers 
were hav ing 
trou ble obtaining bu dg et infor­ 
mation from the department. 
The hearing on the measu re 
was recessed for a week. 
The Repu blican spokesman 
on the committee, Rep. Georg e 
Ry an of Kankakee, said the 
GOP staff was hav ing diffi­ 
cu lties obtaining information 
from the department staff. 
“What do we hav e to do, 
write a special letter?...This 
bill isn’t g oing any where ev en 
if it g ets to be December if we 
don’t g et better cooperation,’’ 
Ry an told DPA Director James 


Trainor. 
Trainor said he was u naware 
of the difficu lties which the leg ­ 
islativ e staff was encou ntering 
and asked that they specify in 
writing what information is 
needed. 
The department bu dg et is one 
of the larg est state appropria­ 
tions and some leg islators say 
the requ est is too low. ___ 
Meanwhile, the Senate Appro­ 
priations Committee on an 11 to 
4 v ote sent a $145.6 million defi­ 
ciency appropriation for the 
cu rrent fiscal y ear to the floor, 
where final action is ex pected 
Thu rsday . 
“We will be ru nning ou t of 
money by the end of this week 
or early nex t week,’’ the bill’s 
sponsor, Sen. Don A. Moore, R- 
Midlothian, told the committee 
Pu blic aid officials hav e 


warned that withou t qu ick ac­ 
tion on the bill, checks du e to 
be sent ou t May 3 may be de­ 
lay ed for 37,500 recipients in 
the Ag ed, Blind and Disabled 
prog ram. 
Moore reminded the com­ 
mittee that he predicted last 
y ear that Gov . Daniel Walker 
had u nderestimated this y ear’s 
welfare ex penses by at least 
$150 million. 
And he told reporters it was 
his u nderstanding that Walker’s 
final bu dg et requ est of $1.99 bil­ 
lion for pu blic aid nex t y ear 
was $103 million less than the 
department had su bmitted to 
him. 
The g ov ernor’s Bu reau of the 
Bu dg et pu ts tog ether the ov er­ 
all state bu dg et, and indiv idu al 
department recommendations 
g enerally are not made pu blic. 


Both hou ses held a fu ll day of 
committee meeting s and floor 
sessions Tu esday . 


With one v ote to spare, the 
Hou se sent to the Senate a pro­ 
posed constitu tional amend­ 
ment which wou ld do away 
with the two-y ear-old State 
Board of Edu cation. 
The proposal, which mu st 
pass the Senate by Friday to 
appear on the Nov ember ballot, 
wou ld retu rn the school admin­ 
istrativ e fu nction to an elected 
official. 
Under terms of the 1970 Con­ 
stitu tion, the elected su perin­ 
tendent of pu blic instru ction 
was replaced by a 17-member 
board which named a state 
school chief. Dr. Joseph M. 
Cronin has serv ed in that posi­ 
tion since Janu ary 1975. 


In other committee action 
the Senate Appropriations Com 
mittee rejected a pair of money 
bills for the Gov ernor’s Traffic 
Safety Coordinating Committee 
and the Gov ernor’s Office of 
Special Inv estig ations. 


It v oted down a $10.9 million 
appropriation for traffic safety 
prog rams after some members 
qu estioned the transportation 
safety director, Karsten Vieg , 
abou t reports that he was plan­ 
ning to take a $5,500 training 
cou rse at Stanford Univ ersity 
this su mmer at state ex pense. 
Vieg , who may be replaced 
when a new admfe?Ji’r*tf« on 
takes office in Janu ary , said it 
was not u ncommon for trans­ 
portation employ es to take 
cou rses ev en thou g h it is not 
known how long they will be 4 


employ ed. 
Senate Repu blican leader 
William C. Harris of Pontiac 
said later, howev er, that money 
for some of the prog rams prob­ 
ably will be pu t back in the De­ 
partment of Transportation bill. 
Fu nding for the Office of Spe­ 
cial Inv estig ations, which was 
set u p by Walker to root ou t 
official corru ption, has been re­ 
fu sed by the leg islatu re for the 
past two y ears. Howev er, Walk­ 
er continu ed the office with 
money from other ag encies. 


“This is an ex ercise in fu til­ 
ity , we’re g oing to kill the bill 
and it’ll pop u p ag aip.” said 
Sen. Kenneth Bu zbee, D-Car- 
bondale, who joined a 12-0 v ote 
ag ainst the $452,000 appropria­ 
tion. 
The Senate Ju diciary Com­ 


mittee approv ed fou r bills 
which were part of a packag e 
introdu ced last y ear and de­ 
sig ned to reform the state’s 
rape laws. 


The most comprehensiv e of 
the fou r measu res adds the 
crime of ag g rav ated rape to 
criminal statu tes. 
The bill also wou ld lower the 
minimu m sentence for rape. 
Sen. Howard Carroll, D-Chi- 
cag o, sponsor of the measu re, 
said the cu rrent fou r-y ear min­ 
imu m prison sentence for con­ 
v iction is so sev ere that ju dg es 
and ju ries are relu ctant to c on­ 
v ic t accu sed rapists. He said 
abolition of the fou r-y ear min­ 
imu m sentence wou ld resu lt in 
more conv ictions. 
The bill cleared the Hou se 
last y ear.

discussed 
Oregon Council 


OREGON— The Oregon City 
Council met Monday night, be­ 
fore the council meeting, with 
City Engineer Adrian Carolan 
to review a waterworks im ­ 
provement study made at the 
request of the city council. 
The study includes plans for 
water main extensions, a new 
well (No. 4) and other items. 
Carolan explained the inade­ 
quacy of the present three wells 
to provide the city with ample 
water for the population and for 
required use of the fire depart­ 
ment in case of a severe emer­ 
gency. He told of the cost of up­ 
dating the three wells and the 
option of constructing a new 
well, to be located in the south­ 
west part of the city. His figures 
showed the cost of a new well 
would be $191,000 for construc­ 
tion and $520,400 for a storage 
unit. He also estimated the 
costs for immediate system im ­ 
provements to the present wells 
would be $456,000; rejuvenating 
of present wells, $68,000; and 
ground storage existing tank, 
$672,200, for a total of $1,197,600. 
The cost for future additions to 
the water system was estimat­ 
ed at $296,700. 
A the council meeting, the pe­ 
tition for a zoning change filed 
by Reuben and Delores Barn­ 
hart, 700 S. First St., to change 
the zoning for residential to In­ 
dustrial (or commercial) was 
referred to the City Plan Com­ 
mission for further study of the 
use of the property. 
The council also decided to 
continue with the summer band 
program this year, with Gary 
Boyd as director.

tack, bo rro wing o n his back­ 
gro und in municipal po lice 
wo rk. 


State plans c ra c k down on boozing boa te rs 


“ I do n’t kno w o f any o ther 
state that’s go ne this far,” 
Brey said in an interv iew. The 
Co ast Guard repo rts Illino is is 
the first. 
Six o f the machines, o n lo an 
fro m the Department o f Public 
Health, are being installed o n 
the banks o f po pular do wnstate 
bo ating areas. Captains who 
appear to be listing to o far to 
starbo ard will be hailed asho re 
by co nserv tio n o fficers trained 
to use the machines and asked 


to stand inspectio n. 
“ A breathaly zer test o n the 
bo at is almo st impo ssible,” 
Brey said. “ Many times these 
peo ple are spo tted co ming in 
any way . They ’re running into 
do cks and all so rts o f crazy 
things.” 
Mo st o f the fatalities, he said, 
result fro m co llisio ns, many in 
co ngested do cking areas o r 
their appro aches. 
In Illino is the law fo rbids o p­ 
eratio n o f a bo at by a perso n 


with mo re than 10 o ne-hun- 
dreths o f 1 per cent o f alco ho l 
in his blo o d stream. That wo uld 
be abo ut fo ur o r fiv e beers fo r 
a 150 -po und man, Brey said, de­ 
pending o n time elapsed during 
co nsumptio n. Vio lato rs may be 
fined up to $100. 
If an into x icated bo ater has 
caused a fatality , he can be 
charged with inv o luntary man­ 
slaughter, a criminal o ffense. 
It is no t illegal in Illino is to 
hav e bo o ze abo ard. But it can 


be dangero us if the bo at is a 
large po wer craft and its co m­ 
mander ships to o much liba­ 
tio n. They —no t the fisherman 
with a six -pack in his ho ld o r 
the sailbo ater quenching his 
thirst in a calm—are the target 
o f the breathaly ser ex periment. 
Ho wev er, because o f the rath­ 
er slight regulatio n o f bo ating, 
ev en the mo st o bv io us drunks 
may escape pay ing the piper. 
As in mo st states, Illino is resi­ 
dents are entitled to refuse 


breathaly zers. If they are driv ­ 
ing a car, such refusal can be 
gro unds fo r suspensio n o f li­ 
cense. But bo aters are licensed 
o nly in New Jersey . Brey said 
a judge might be inclined to lift 
the bo at registratio n o f the re­ 
luctant skipper. But, he po ints 
o ut, many peo ple at the tiller 
do n’t o wn the craft. 
“ We hav en’t go t any thing we 
can do ,” Brey said. “ We’d just 
hav e to bo o k him fo r o bserv a­ 
tio n. Witho ut the test it’s hard 


to make the charge stick.”

o ppo site effect o f tra nquilizers.

(A P )- 
Abo ut 10 years ago , To ny Bat­ 
taglia was wo rking part-time in 
a do cto r’s o ffice in Kansas City 
and was enro lled in a pre-med 
co urse. But he decided to give 
it up and get into the tho ro ugh­ 
bred racing business.

I 
wro te them a letter and they 
to ld me to co me do wn. I hung 
aro und a few days, then go t a 
jo b. 
“There always was Derby 
talk aro und Calumet,” said 
Battaglia o f the Lexingto n farm 
which has pro duced eight Der­ 
by 
winners 
starting 
with 
Whirlaway in 1941. “And I used 
to see all the tro phies. I 
bro ught a ho rse a few years 
ago and have been a trainer fo r 
fo ur years.” 
The decisio n to race Bidso n 
at Churchill Do wns was made 
Sunday by Battaglia and Ed 
Ways, the 67-year-o ld o wner 
fro m Des Plaines, 111.
